The horrors 
that cluster around even the milder 
forms of insanity are such that the 
merest shadow of mental disturbance 
demands the u.o»r thorough and intel- 
ligent treatment. Ministering to a mind 
diseased is a phase of the physician's 
work that is too little understood and 
receives much less attention than its 
importance warrants.

In St. Hicoolap there is an article 


on "Helen Keller and Tommy Strin- 
ger," written by William T. Ellis.

denounced as anarchists, fomenters of 
class prejudice and enemies of law and 
order. Recent news from Pennsylvania 
cannot but be embarrassing to these su- 
perserviceableand cold blooded journal- 
istic lackeys. Sheriff Martin, who gave 
the order to fire, and his deputies, who 
obeyed the order with alacrity, shooting 
the miners as they ran, have been held 
to,answer on the charge of murder by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, and 
tho coroner's jury sitting on the case 
has returned a verdict declaring that 
from the evidence offered tho miners 
"were marching peaceably and unarm- 
ed on the public highway and that 
they were intercepted by Sheriff Martin 
and his deputies and mercilessly shot to 
death " The jury further finds "that 
the killing WHS unneceshary and could 
have been avoided without serious in- 
jury to either p.xs>on or property." And 
the jury Suds finally "that the killing 
was wanton and unjustifiable.''

on her way to Selinsgrove. Quickly 
stepping into the road, ho pulled off bis 
hat. made a polite bow and as quickly 
disappeared in the bushes.

A party beaded by George Kroner,' 


afterward a member of congress, was 
hurriedly made up and went 111 pursuit 
of the refugee.

"Judgment — that the said Joseph 


Disberry receive 89 lashes between the 
hours of 8 and 9 o'clock tomorrow; to 
stand in the pillory one hour; to have 
his ears cut off aud nailed to the post; 
to return the property stolen or the 
value thereof; remain in prison three 
mouths; pay a fine of £30 to the honor- 
able the president of thi? state for tho 
support of the government and stand 
convicted until fine, fees, etc., aro 
paid." 


Tbis -remarkable sentence shows the 


estimate that was put on Joe as a crim- 
inal. The whipping post and pillory 
etood in the public square iu Sunbnry, 
aud the spot can still be pointed out 
Colonel Henry Antes, the sheriff, di- 
rected the whipping if he did not do it 
iimself 
There is no record to show 


who did the oar cropping, but as the 
surgical operation fell to tho sheriff it 
ia presumed that be did. Among the 13 
men who composed the jury were sev- 
eral noted Indiau fighters and Revolu- 
tionary soldiers. Peter Host«rmau, fore- 
man, was active as a unlmamau and

eacn. The Hon. Jacob Rush, president 
judge of the judicial district, was on 
the bench aud imposed the following 
sentence- 
"That the prisoner, Joseph Disberry, 


forfeit all and singular his goods sud 
chattels, laud aud tenements, to aud 
*yrhn.naa of tbo CQyw.on\vc^lth. aud 
undergo a scn-ltude of seven years for 
the burglary committed iu the house of 
Philip Bower, and be comniui**! to ilio 
house ot correction, pay the costs of 
prosecution, etc " The court then sen- 
tenced him on the two other indictments, 
seveu years each, and continued: '' That 
the defendant be conveyed to the j.ul 
aud penitentiary houbo of Philadelphia 
to undergo the servitude aforesaid for 
the term of 31 years Aud that the wild 
Joseph Oibburry be kcpr fnr th. 
ot two years iu the solitary coll out of 
the .»nn ot 21 JIMIS."

livered. Joe was au attentive listener, 
and when the last "BCVUI" was pro 
uounctd he broke in witn tho remark.

easily be shaken out of the bell through 
its narrow mouth, but the I**!! which 
has boen placed in the sand before th 
bell was cast is bigger than the month 
of tho bell that now surrounds it, -uid 
so it hj.s to stay in. — New York Suu
